Just as Mitt Romney and other 
Republicans had cut into the Dem- 
ocrats’ advantage with female vot- 
ers, a tea party-backed Senate can- 
didate’s awkward remark — that if 
rape leads to pregnancy it’s “some- 
thing God intended” — has pro- 
pelled the emotional issue of abor- 
tion back to the political forefront. 
It’s put GOP candidates in tight 
races, from the presidential can- 
didate on down, on the defensive. 

Divisive social issues are hard- 
ly what most GOP candidates want 
to be discussing in the few days 
remaining until elections largely 
hinging on jobs and the economy. 
Almost immediately after Richard 
Mourdock’s comment. Republican 
candidates distanced themselves 
from the Indiana state treasur- 


er — though by varying degrees. 

The Romney campaign said 
Wednesday that the presidential 
nominee disagreed with Mourdock 
but stood by his endorsement of the 
Senate candidate. There were no 
plans to drop a Romney testimo- 
nial ad for Mourdock that began 
airing in Indiana on Monday. 


Mourdock’s comment in a Tues- 
day night debate came in answer 
to a question on when abortion 
should or should not be allowed.

U.S. Sues BofA for $1B 


Suit details ‘brazen’ 
mortgage fraud 
by Countrywide 

New York 

The claims in the latest feder- 
al lawsuit over alleged mortgage 
fraud paint an unflattering pic- 
ture of a doomed lender: Execu- 
tives at Countrywide Financial 
urged workers to churn out loans, 
accepted fudged applications and 
tried to hide ballooning defaults. 

The suit, filed Wednesday by the 
top federal prosecutor in Manhattan, 
underscored how Bank of America’s 
purchase of the now-defunct Coun- 
tr 5 wvide in July 2008, just before the 
financial crisis, backfired severely. 

The prosecutor, Preet Bharara, 
said he was seeking more than $1 
billion, but the suit could ultimate- 
ly recover much more in damages. 

“This lawsuit should send anoth- 
er clear message that reckless lend- 


Buyout Backfire 

Bank of America's purchase of 
Countrywide originally earned it 
plaudits from lawmakers because 
Bank of America was viewed as 
stepping in to eliminate a bad ac- 
tor from the mortgage market. But 
the purchase has drawn a drumbeat 
of regulatory fines, lawsuits and 
losses. Bank of America reported 
last week that while it is issuing 
more mortgages— $21 billion worth 
last quarter, up 18 percent from a 
year earlier — its mortgage unit is 
still losing money as the bank works 
through crisis-era problems, (ap)

Fannie and Freddie, which 
packaged loans into securities and 
sold them to investors, were effec- 
tively nationalized in 2008 when 
they nearly collapsed under the 
weight of their mortgage losses. 

To churn out more mortgage 
loans, Bharara said, Countr 3 Awide 
introduced “Hustle” — shorthand 
for “High-Speed Swim Lane” — 
which led to “widespread falsifi- 
cation” of mortgage data. 

Taxpayers have spent $170 bil- 
lion to keep Fannie and Freddie 
afloat, and it could cost $260 bil- 
lion more to support the compa- 
nies through 2014, according to the 
government.

Other rebels dismissed the 
idea as irrelevant. 


Paris 

The Paris appeals court on 
Wednesday ordered former Societe 
Generale trader Jerome Kerviel to 
spend three years in prison and pay 
back a staggering nearly $7 billion 
in damages for one of the biggest 
trading frauds in history. 

Kerviel, 35, who never profited 
personally from his unauthorized 
trades, says he was a scapegoat for 
the bank and a victim of a finan- 
cial system that runs on greed and 
profits. He will appeal his case.

A ‘Gone With the WincT Obsession 


In isolated N. Korea, 
the antebellum novel 
remains a must-read 

Pyongyang, N. Korea 

A former black marketeer has read 
it. So has a beautiful young librari- 
an, and an aging philosophy profes- 
sor who has spent his life teaching 
the ruling doctrine of this isolated 
outpost of totalitarian socialism. 
At times it seems as if everyone 
in Pyongyang has read the book. 

In it they found a tortured love 
story, or a parable of bourgeois 
decline. Many found heroes. They 
lost themselves in the story of a 


nation divided by war, its defeated 
cities reduced to smolder and ruins, 
its humbled aristocrats reduced to 
starvation. 

The book is “Gone With the 
Wind.” 

To come across Margaret Mitch- 
ell’s 1936 Civil War epic in North 
Korea is to stumble over the unlike- 
liest of American cultural touch- 
stones in the unlikeliest of places. 

What does antebellum plan- 
tation life have to do with North 
Korea? Maybe the explanation is 
in Mitchell’s own words. 

“They had known war and ter- 
ror and hunger, had seen dear ones 
dead before their times,” Mitch- 
ell writes of postwar Southerners. 


Backstory 

“Gone With the Wind” is one of 

the best-selling novels in modern 
history. The 1936 tale, which the 
Japanese probably brought to Ko- 
rea in the 1930s, is thought to have 
largely disappeared from North Ko- 
rea by the end of the 1950-1953 Kore- 
an War. But the government ordered 
it released in the mid-’90s, and it has 
since swept like a literary firestorm 
through Pyongyang, (ap) 


“In North Korea only the strong 
survive,” said a onetime black mar- 
keteer, who spent much of his life 
in Pyongyang but escaped to South 


Korea. “That’s the most compelling 
message of the novel.” 

The story’s reach also shapes 
official life. The movie, forbidden 
to the public but beloved by for- 
mer dictator Kim Jong II, is some- 
times used in English-language 
programs to train officials. North 
Korean negotiators meeting with 
U.S. envoys would quote it, once 
replying to Americans with the 
quote (which perfectionists might 
note is slightly off): “Frankly, Scar- 
lett, I don’t give a damn.” 

Perhaps more than anything, 
though. North Koreans found what 
readers everywhere ask of a good 
novel: an escape and a comfort.

High-Stepping at Dupont 


Q l used the new Dupont South 
escalators on Monday. Very 
nice. The sides and steps seem 
higher. Is it to discourage walking 
or is this just how the new models 
are designed? 

The escalators are a new design, and 
supposedly much tougher than the 
old versions. But I doubt that they 
were built to deliberately discour- 
age walking. In emergencies, Metro 
needs all its escalators to be able to 
serve as stairways. 

Q A friend told me that in a 
couple of years VRE will 
be able to service commuters 
in Gainesville and Haymarket. 


Is there any truth to that? What 
about the possibility of Metro 
going further west through 
Interstate 66? 

The extension of the Manassas Line 
is part of VRE’s long-term plan. I 
haven’t seen any real dates for that 
yet, and I think it’s at least a few 
years away. And I’ve heard no seri- 
ous talk about extending the Orange 
Line farther west along 1-66. But 
Virginia does have a bunch of stud- 
ies underway about how to improve 
mobility in the 1-66 corridor. 

Q When you came past the 
station manager’s kiosk, 
there was a digital clock there 


that was helpful in figuring out 
what time it was without check- 
ing a cellphone. These seem to 
have been replaced by brown 
screens, which are currently 
blank. What are these expected 
to be for? 

This is a Metro project that is sup- 
posed to address one long-stand- 
ing concern: Not knowing the sta- 
tus of service before going through 
the fare gates. Those screens will 
eventually report the status of ser- 
vice on the lines. 

But they’ll also display the time 
of day again, just as the old clocks 
did. The units are being installed 
and tested over the next couple of 
months. But the time of day should 
return first.

Ken Cuccinelli’s office entered 
the politically charged investi- 
gation in the battleground state 
Wednesday when the Republican- 
dominated State Board of Elections 
voted unanimously to authorize 
the inquiry. 

A Pennsylvania man working 
for a company Republicans hired 


to conduct voter registration drives 
faces criminal charges in Rocking- 
ham County on allegations that he 
threw eight completed voter regis- 
tration forms into 
the trash. Colin 
Small of Phoenix- 
ville. Pa., faces 13 
counts of disclo- 
sure of voter reg- 
istration informa- 
tion, destruction 
of voter applica- 
tions and obstruction of justice. 

Neither of the two Republi- 
cans on the state elections board 
hesitated in voting to expand the 
inquiry after the lone Democrat-

enfranchisement.

Opposing groups 
flood airwaves with 
ads on Question 7

The onslaught of ads over gambling 
expansion has been like no other 
in a Maryland political year, sub- 
jecting residents to rapid-fire televi- 
sion spots for and against Question 
7. The barrage began long before 
ads for other ballot questions this 
year and has remained frenetic. 

Gambling companies have 
spent more than $60 million so 
far on advertising, with less than 
two weeks to go before voters 


decide whether to approve table 
games such as blackjack and a 
Las Vegas-style casino at Nation- 
al Harbor. That’s compared with 


the $34 million campaigns spent 
in the 2006 Maryland governor’s 
race — previously the most expen- 
sive in state history. 


Many voters say they’ve made up 
their minds and have had enough 
of the ads. “It’ll bring revenue. 
Why should we have to drive all 
the way to West Virginia to gam- 
ble, or someplace else, when it can 
be here?” said Terri Tolliver, who 
is in favor of building a casino in 
Prince George’s County. 

Opponents are just as prompt in 
saying how they plan to vote. “I’d 
prefer not to have a lot more traf- 
fic,” said Trish Villasenor, who lives 
at National Harbor, where a large 
banner supporting the expansion 
is fastened to a parking garage. “I 
think we’re probably not ready yet 
for the traffic, probably not interest- 
ed in that type of clientele here.” (ap)

Battleground Blitz 


Both candidates 
charge through 
swing states in the 
race’s final stage 

Campaign 2012 

President Barack Obama, Mitt 
Romney and their running mates 
are hop-scotching from one bat- 
tleground state to another in a 
furious bid for last-minute sup- 
port in a race that remains a sta- 
tistical dead heat. 

They’re after a dwindling pool 
of undecided voters while seeking to 
energize supporters. 

Obama was on a two -day non- 
stop blitz of eight states, includ- 
ing an appearance on “The Tonight 
Show With Jay Leno” and an over- 
night aboard Air Force One. 

“We’re going to pull an all-nighter. 
No sleep,” the president said shortly 
after Air Force One touched down in 
Iowa, first stop of a swing that includ- 
ed Colorado, California, Nevada, Ohio, 
Virginia and Florida, with a quick 
stop in Illinois to cast an early ballot, 
before he returns to the White House 
on Thursday evening. 

Around-the-clock campaign trips 
are not unusual in the final days of a 
presidential race. 

“You fly over, drop in, fly out,” Bob 
Dole joked in his unsuccessful 1996 
challenge of President Bill Clinton, 
which included a 9 6 -hour marathon 
of airplanes and buses. 

Romney also was stepping up his 
clip on Thursday. 

“We’re going to get this economy 
cooking again,” the GOP challenger 
told a boisterous crowd in Reno, Nev., 
before flying back eastward to tend 
to his prospects in Ohio and Iowa. 

With 13 days until Election Day, 
opinion polls depicted a close race 
nationally. Romney’s campaign claims 
momentum as well as the lead in Flor- 
ida and North Carolina, two battle- 
ground states with a combined 44 of

the 270 electoral votes needed to win.

No Ordinary Rookie 


RGIII won’t use his 
youth as an excuse 
to set expectations 
lower this season 

The Redskins 

Robert Griffin III sat on a sofa, work- 
ing the controls of a new video game, 
the always-present dog tags and fian- 
cee’s high school ring dangling from his 
neck. His speech is flush with self-con- 
fidence. He is fully aware of what he’s 
done and what he means to the Red- 
skins, just seven games into his career. 

He has quickly become one of the 
most dynamic players in the NFL. 

“I didn’t come in joking,” Griffin 
said in an interview with the Associat- 
ed Press. “I came in working hard. You 
don’t come in showing them all your 
personality all at one time, because 
then you can become extremely annoy- 
ing. So you want to come in and show 
them, ‘Hey, I’m a hardworking guy. 
Coach brought me here for a reason, to 
help us win.’ And you build that repu- 
tation through the preseason games, 
through practice. 

“I’ve done it through the first seven 
games,” he continued, “and now I don’t 
think there’s a player on this team 
that has any doubt that I’m a leader of 
a football team, and that every time 
we step on the football field we have 
a chance to win, not only because I’m 
their quarterback, but because they’re 
out there with me.” 

Take his words at face value and 
one could mistake him for a braggart. 
His tone, however, is analytical, as if 
the 22-year-old rookie is giving a dis- 
passionate review of his inaugural NFL 
season even as he is living it. 

Griffin has wowed the NFL and 
brought the Redskins back to life. He 
leads the NFL in completion percent- 
age and is third in passer rating. He’s 
run for 468 yards — on pace for more 
than 1,000 — and his six rushing touch- 
downs rank second in the league.

New York Giants — the scramble to get

The story behind the bold dictionary 
that finally made ‘sexy’ a good thing 


Words \ 


The subtitle for David Skinner’s book “The Story 
of Ain’t” could have been “Word Nerds Fight It Out.” 
Instead, Skinner, who will speak at Politics and Prose on 
Sunday, went with “America, Its Language, and the Most 
Controversial Dictionary Ever Published.” That dictionary 
is Webster’s New International Dictionary, Third Edition, 
which was published in 1961 and became a battleground 
for what a dictionary is supposed to be: Is it an authority 
on what is correct, or a reflection of American English as it 
stands at the time? 


Reading a book about the dictionary 
might sound about as much fun as 
reading the actual dictionary (hey, 
some people think that IS fun), but 
Skinner deals with the compelling 
personalities behind 
the book that was 
then considered the 
final authority on our 
language. 

On a scale of 
dorkiness, “If 10 is 
reading the OED 
[Oxford English 
Dictionary] straight through, my book 
is probably a five or a six,” Skinner 
says. “I wanted to hit that sweet spot 
of fun and goofy and nerdy all at the 
same time.” 



From 'Ain’t’ to 
'Bootylicious’ 

Webster’s Second Edition, published 
in 1934, “really could almost make 
a credible case that it was the 
supreme authority of everything 
worth knowing,” Skinner says. Aside 
from the usual word definitions and 
pronunciation guides, Webster’s 
Second also featured biographical 
and geographical information. By 
the time they all got cracking on the 
third edition in the late ’50s, the very 
notion of what a dictionary was had 
started to shift.

“pretty much said, ‘Let’s limit ourselves 
to words and try not to screw that 
up,”’ Skinner says. Words, though, 
had started to change. 

“He was leading us down the road 
to thinking more seriously about all 

Finalize: Though included in Webster’s Sec- 
ond, it was long sniffed at as being undesir- 
able, because it turns an adjective into a verb. 
You wouldn't “blue-ize" sonnething, right? 

the utterances that are in the air in 
a culture like ours,” Skinner says. 
That line of thinking has led other 
dictionaries — most notably the Oxford 
English Dictionary, the granddaddy 
of them all — to include words that 
would make the opponents of “ain’t” 
fall down dead. (“Bootylicious” and 
Homer Simpson’s famous “d’oh” are 
currently in the OED.) 

“We’re much less likely [today] to 
say ‘bootylicious’ is not a word. ‘Ain’t’ 
was a word, and so is ‘bootylicious,’” 
Skinner says. “What remains the great 
challenge is describing for people who 
aren’t familiar with these words when 
a word like ‘bootylicious’ might be 
appropriate.” 


Curses, Foiled Again 

Webster’s Third also took a less 
judgmental approach than its 
predecessor. In the Second, “sexy” 
was described as a “vulgar” term; 
“masturbation” was defined as

“onanism; self-pollution.” 

That definition was “so telling of 
the moralistic intentions of Webster’s 
Second, but it did veer in that fussy 
direction,” Skinner says. 

Webster’s Third reflected 

[ social changes in language not 
only by adding words that simply 
didn’t exist when the Second was 
published — “astronaut” is one 
example — but also by presenting 
more straightforward definitions, 
minus the church-lady attitude. 

Tomato, Tomahto 

Another major shift was that the editors 
of Webster’s Third “took off the blinders 
from Webster’s Second and admitted a

lot of accents that existed outside of New 
England,” Skinner says. That produced 
some fairly lengthy entries, such as 
when they “ended up with 20 -some 
pronunciations for the word ‘lingerie.’ 
But it was an equitable thing to do.” 

The attempt by Webster’s Third to 
reflect the culture of its era still lingers. 
And people still get worked up about 
words, but in different ways. 

“You see different kinds of anxiety 
about the words in our language,” 
Skinner says. “A lot of the sensitivities 
relate to identity, to skin color or 
ethnicity.” 

People in 1961 freaked out about 
the inclusion of “beatnik,” which 
seems silly now, but many people 
today might care deeply about how a 
dictionary defines a word like “bitch” 

Homy: The word’s sexual connotation was 
included as Webster's loosened up. Before 
this, it simply meant “something with horns," 
at least according to the dictionary.

“There’s a different set of sensitiv- 
ities today,” Skinner says. “I wonder if 
we’ll ever see again people as worried 
about the future of civilization when

There’s a daunting task ahead for 
the CityDance performers stag- 
ing the piece “De-Generate” at 
the company’s Studio Theatre this 
weekend. Call it an exercise in impro- 
visation or in distraction-resistance: 
Dancers must gracefully navigate 
among 1,000 flying, bouncing, roll- 
ing ping-pong balls. 

“The stage becomes a difficult 
terrain to navigate that literally rolls 
beneath the performers’ feet,” says 
Christopher K. Morgan, who choreo- 
graphed “De-Generate.” “It can be 
dangerous at times. And of course, 
as the balls never stay still, choreo- 
graphed interactions become unpre- 
dictable.

HOW PEOPLE KIOKED IT (I.E., THE BUCKET) OLD-SCHOOL 


How does a nouveau riche Scottish immigrant in 
Colonial Alexandria tell the world he's arrived? By 
building a giant stone house when everyone else is 
still using wood or brick. That’s what John Carlyle 
did, though locals didn’t know how to build with stone, so it took 
three years. Today, the home is restored to something like its 
former glory, with period furniture and decor. 



See the room where, some histori- 
ans argue, the American Revolution 
was born, or at least given a shove. 
In 1755, British Gen. Edward Braddock 
met with five Colonial governors at 
the Carlyle House, where he pushed 
the idea of taxing the colonies to 
pay for the ongoing French and Indi- 
an War (i.e., taxation without repre- 
sentation).

Did You Know? 

Gen. Edward Braddock didn’t just 
want to tax the colonies — he was 
also a philandering jerk, according to 
John Carlyle.

Poet Mary Oliver finds 
peace and gratitude in 
nature after Life's Losses 


Books 

Poet Mary Oliver speaks in much the 
same way that she writes. Which is to 
say that the 77-year-old Pulitzer and 
National Book Award winner drops 
phrases in casual conversation that 
can stop your breath. 

“Fm going to die one day. I know 
it’s coming for me, too,” she says. “Fll 
be a mountain, Fll be a stone on the 
beach. Fll be nourishment.” 

The reclusive Oliver doesn’t give 
many interviews, preferring to live very 
privately near Provincetown, Mass., 
where she’s made her home for near- 
ly 50 years — most of them with her 
lifelong partner, Molly Malone Cook, 
who died in 2005. She communicates 
through her poetry — 29 books includ- 
ing her newest, “A Thousand Morn- 
ings,” released this month. 

People latch on to her poems in an 
intensely personal way that surprised 
her at first. “Wild Geese,” from 1986’s 
“Dream Work,” is one of those: 

Whoever you are, no matter how 

lonely, 

the world offers itself to your 


imagination, 

calls to you like the wild geese, 

harsh and exciting 

over and over announcing your 

place 

in the family of things. 

“That poem strikes many people,” 
she says. “I didn’t realize it would 
when I wrote it. I learn a lot about my 
poems when I read them by the way 
people respond to them. People need to 
remember that there is always a family 
of things, especially when they haven’t

got a good one of the usual kind.” 

Oliver, who won the Pulitzer Prize 
for poetry in 1984 with her sixth vol- 
ume, “American Primitive,” has always 
been one for effusive professions of 
thankfulness. (“When it’s over, I want 
to say: All my life/I was a bride married 
to amazement./! was a bridegroom, tak- 
ing the world into my arms,” she wrote 
in 1992’s “When Death Comes.”) Yet 
what stands out about “A Thousand 
Mornings” is its cohesiveness in that 



theme. It is full of references to prayer, 
spinning Sufis and the Buddhist con- 
cept of “right action.” 

One new poem, “I Happened To Be 
Standing,” ponders, “Does the opossum 
pray as it/crosses the street? ... I thought 
of the wren’s singing, what could this 
be/if it isn’t a prayer?” 

“I think of [13th-century Persian 
poet] Rumi’s line, ‘There are a hundred 
ways to kneel and kiss the ground,”’ 
Oliver says. “Animals praise a good 
day, a good hunt. They praise rain if 
they’re thirsty. That’s prayer. They 
don’t live an unconscious life, they 
simply have no language to talk about 
these things. But they are grateful for

the good things that come along.” 

At times, it feels as though the crea- 
tures who have been Oliver’s lifelong 
friends and neighbors are speaking 
through her in these poems. 

“To tell you the truth, I believe 
everything — tigers, trees, stones — 
are sentient in one way or another,” she 
says. “You’d never catch me idly kick- 
ing a stone, for example.” shauna miller

The Great Migration 


The FoLger Theatre flies 
high with an adaptation 
of a 12th-century poem 
about the search for God 


Stage 

If you think you’ve cracked the code of 
“The Conference of the Birds” the min- 
ute you figure out that the birds rep- 
resent people, you’ve got a ways to go. 

In his 12th-century work “The Con- 
ference of the Birds,” poet Farid Uddi 
Attar tells the story of a group of birds 
who leave their comfortable lives to 
search for their king, the Simorgh. To 
anyone who knows what an allegory is, 
it should be clear: This is about man- 
kind’s search for God.

But the play’s about a lot more than 
that, says Dr. Michele Osherow, interim 
executive director of the Shakespeare 
Association of America. “It’s about 
human relationships,” she says. “It’s 
about divine relationships.” 

Osherow serves as dramaturg (a 
play’s historical and cultural researcher) 
for the theatrical adaptation of “Confer- 
ence of the Birds” now at the Folger The- 
atre. Director Aaron Posner uses music 
(by world-renowned percussionist Tom 
Teasley), dance and costumes to create 
the collection of bird pilgrims onstage. 

“It’s a spiritual story, but it’s also a 



journey story,” Posner says. “It’s a very 
early road movie. It’s a bunch of birds 
off looking for God.” The menagerie 
encompasses peacock, partridge, night- 
ingale and sparrow, each with its own 
accompanying fable, all supervised by 
the hoopoe bird (Patty Gallagher) in 
their journey across the earth seeking 
their fabled leader. If there’s a lead char- 
acter, it’s the hoopoe, who interprets 
each story for the audience. 

“Even though the hoopoe is giving 
us one interpretive train,” Osherow says, 
“we have to tell the story in such a way 
that people sitting in the audience can 
say ‘Yes, and?’ or “Yes, but ...’ ” 

Attar’s poem is more than a Per- 
sian “Canterbury Tales.” It’s a massive 
narrative work filled with digressions. 
There’s no way that two hours onstage 
can communicate the immensity of 
Attar’s undertaking. So, Posner and 
Osherow hope the play at least gives

the audience a basic framework that 
will be reinterpreted and reimagined 
in thousands of brains. 

“When you’re sending people into 
their own heads, you have no control 
of the stories that they may be telling 
themselves, and that can be unnerv- 
ing,” Osherow says. “But it’s so clear- 
ly a spiritual journey that you almost 
have no other choice.” 

Attar’s work is meant to teach you 
about humanity by forcing you to learn 
about yourself 

“If we’ve done that, if we’ve trig- 
gered people’s minds to want to engage 
with these stories, to toss them over and 
turn them inside out,” Osherow says, 
“then we’ve really done our job well.”

A disabled man finds 
that sex, dignity and 
human connection 
merge in The Sessions' 

Screen 

Mark O’Brien, the main character 
in “The Sessions,” has never had 
sex. He’s trying to fix that. 

What makes “The Sessions” dif- 
ferent from “American Pie” is that 
Mark had polio as a child. Now in 
his late 30s, he’s almost entirely 
immobile and spends most of his 
time in an iron lung. 

Actor John Hawkes, nominated 
for an Academy Award for 2010’s 
“Winter’s Bone,” goes for anoth- 
er nom with a one-two Oscar-bait 
punch: playing a real person with 
a disability (the real O’Brien died in 
1999) and delivering a fascinating, 
compelling performance. 

O’Brien, who worked for years 
as a journalist from his bed, wrote 
“On Seeing a Sex Surrogate,” a 1990 
essay on his experiences with Cheryl 
Cohen Greene (Helen Hunt), who 
made his first sexual experiences 
much more than Tab A meets Slot B. 

“One of the things I found fasci- 
nating about Mark was that it was 
not about wanting to lose his vir- 
ginity to get his rocks off,” Hawkes 
says. “He wanted to love and be 
loved. What were the possibilities 
that he could bring to the relation- 


ship? How might he be able to bring 
pleasure to a partner?” 

Movie sex is usually pretty easy- 
breezy: Guy and gal take their 
clothes off and everyone has a good 
time. But given Mark’s disability — 
he can feel, but can’t move; his head 
is always tilted to the right; he can 
spend only a few hours outside the 
iron lung — frank talk is the only 
way to get things done. And the film 


takes that head-on, with conver- 
sations between Cheryl and Mark 
that would make most of us blush. 
They’re not dirty, but they are very 
direct, and that’s a little strange. 

“The idea of demystifying the 
process without taking away the 
excitement and the joy of it is unusu- 
al,” Hawkes says, adding that he 
thinks such conversations influ- 
enced Mark’s behavior outside the 


bedroom. “To be asked what he 
wants and what’s good for him is a 
foreign concept, a kind of freedom 
that he hadn’t had.” 

In the end, though, “The Ses- 
sions” (which opens locally Fri- 
day and expands in November) is 
about what sex means to every- 
one: the chance to be close to 
another human being. This film 
“is about touch,” Hawkes says. 
“Imagine 28 years of your life 
being touched only in a very 
utilitarian way. To have some- 
one touch you for pleasure must 
have been a very moving thing.”

Trends 

In a culinary beauty contest, bone mar- 
row wins no tiaras. Cooked expertly, it 
arrives on your plate as a gray, viscous, 
jellylike substance, usually encased in 
the vessel from whence it came — the 
whitish, ghostlike leg bone of a cow. 

But like the oyster (another gas- 
tronomical ugly duckling), marrow is 
revered by foodies as one of the great 
culinary pleasures. Enthusiasts describe 
it in the same rapturous tones they use 
for a fine foie gras. 

Even chefs have a hard time explain- 
ing the appeal of this unlikely delicacy, 
which is usually served as an appetiz- 
er. “It’s this luxurious thing that you 
can’t quite put your finger on,” says 
Ryan Wheeler, the chef at Old Town’s 
Virtue Feed and Grain. “All you know

is that you know you want more.” 

One reason might be the fat content 
that gives marrow all the richness of a 
beef-flavored butter; marrow itself is 
mostly made up of fatty cells. When 
bones arrive from the butcher — typi- 
cally in segments of a few inches — the 
core of marrow is pinkish and opaque. 
When roasted, it softens and becomes 
more translucent, ready to be scooped 
out with a spoon or knife (some restau- 
rants serve it with a slender implement 


for scraping the prized goo out of the 
narrow bone shaft). 

Chefs almost always plate it with 
a bit of bread, onto which diners can 
smear the marrow as if it’s jam. Most 
counter its heft with bright flavors. 

Wheeler, for example, dabs a dollop 
of gremolata — a zippy paste of shal- 
lot, garlic, parsley and chili flakes shot 
through with lemon zest — on his bones 
($6) before roasting them. The flavors 
melt into the hot marrow to form a sur- 
prisingly light spread for bread. And at 
Petworth bistro Chez Billy, the marrow 
bones ($10) get a vinegary bite from a 
pickled shallot accompaniment; it’s a 
Paris vs. Deep South mashup. 

At Blue Duck Tavern, the bones ($14) 
are topped with an elegant crust that 
provides a textural counterpoint to the 
soft marrow. Bones are split length- 
wise (a touch that makes the scoop- 
ing process a little more dignified) 
and topped with bread crumbs leav- 
ened with a snappy mixture of black, 
pink and green ground peppercorns, 
and a dusting of smoky espelette (pep-

per from the Basque region of France). 

Brixton, the new British-accented 
pub on U Street, takes a different 
approach to the dish ($12). Instead of 
employing contrasting flavors and tex- 
tures, the chef doubles down on a single 
taste profile, serving the bones simply 
seasoned and paired with a savory- 
sweet onion jam that mimics the tex- 
ture of the marrow itself 

Blue Duck sous chef Matt Demery 
says the marrow bones are one of the 
few dishes with a permanent spot on the 
menu. “Popular demand,” he explains. 

But not everyone’s so blase about 
bones. Wheeler sees many diners wary 
of the dish. “It’s like sweetbreads,” he 
says. “People aren’t sure what they are, 
and they aren’t sure they’ll like it. So I 
have to do a little education sometimes.” 

He says it’s his enthusiasm for the 
dish — “it’s so unctuous, so delicious,” 
he raves — that usually convinces skep- 
tics.

Attractive Arachnids 


The display cases at Praline Bakery & Bistro are packed 
with sugary delights: eclairs, apple tarts, hazelnut layer cakes, 
macarons. And, around this time of year, eight-legged arachnids 
— of the chocolate variety. Praline’s “Halloween spider cakes,” sour 
cream chocolate pound cakes layered with ganache and finished 
with hand-piped hard chocolate legs and eyes, are seasonal stars 
of the French bakery. Created by co-owners and former White 
House chefs Susan Limb and Patrick Musel and sold at the shop 
since 2007, the desserts — available in large ($40; feeds 8 to 10) 


and individual ($4.75) sizes — are equal parts whimsy and creepy. 
“We wanted to do something fun and different” for Halloween, 
Limb says, “the kind of stuff you don’t see around town.” Despite 
the treats’ kid-friendly appeal, they’re no cakewalk to make; 
Limb says each is the product of a two-day process, including the 
laborious step of hand-piping eight chocolate legs per spider. With 
typical sales of 40 to 50 large cakes and 250 to 300 minis, that’s a

The Legs 

It takes a steady hand to pipe 
chocolate onto parchment paper in the 
proper “slanty seven" shape of spider 
legs. Limb says. If you don't pipe fast 
enough, “the chocolate will puddle or 
get kind of squiggly." Too slow, and the 
chocolate will harden inside the piping 
bag. In addition, the temperature in the 
bakery’s special chocolate 
room needs to be just 
right (between 68 to 70 
degrees Fahrenheit). At 
the ideal temperature, 
the chocolate 
hardens, or “sets," 
in five minutes. 


The Body 


The body of the large spider cake is baked inside a round dome 
mold, then sliced into three layers. Bakers fill each layer with a 
chocolate cream ganache. They also coat the inside of the empty 
mold with ganache, and then “rebuild it upside down in the mold," 
Limb says. After the cake and ganache sit inside the mold for a 
few hours, the frosted dessert is released and dusted with Dutch 
cocoa powder. The head is made the same way as the body, but 
with only two layers of cake. 


The Eyes 

The eyes (both white and dark 
chocolate) are hand-piped. As 
with the legs, the chocolate has 
been “tempered," meaning that the 
chocolate has a glossy, smooth texture 
that stays hard at room temperature. 
Tempering involves heating and cooling 
chocolate so that it forms a specific 
sort of crystal structure 
(without this process, melted 
chocolate resolidifies in a 
less pretty and less tasty 
way, often with white 
streaks).

Like a prize-winning reporter, fame 
follows Tom Wolfe, even when he 
swaps the white suit for a blue 
blazer, even when he visits some 
strip club in Miami as research — 
yes, research — for his new novel. 

“I was the only man with a 
necktie,” he says, chuckling. “They 
seat you in these little couches, and 
it was like a furniture showroom 
— all these pieces of furniture 
would stretch long for maybe 40 
feet. So Fm sitting there and this 
guy, must have 
been a bounc- 
er, came over 
and said, ‘Hey, 
you’re Tom 
Wolfe, aren’t 
you?”’ 

Millions 
know the 
meaning of 
“Tom Wolfe”: “The Bonfire of the 
Vanities” and “The Right Stuff,” 
the “Me” decade and “radical 
chic,” the punched-up prose and 
the blaze of white. 

At age 81, his hair is thinned 
and his posture stooped, but the 
face remains impish and his man- 
ner wide-eyed and boyish at all the 
amazing things that happen — the 
kinds of stories, he likes to say, that 
you can’t make up. 

His latest scoops appear in 


“Back to Blood,” his first novel in 
eight years. It’s another big-city 
tale in the tradition of “Bonfire,” 
his gleeful panorama of 1980s New 
York. “Back to Blood” features 
Wolfe’s usual cocktail of sex, class 
and color, from a Cuban-American 
policeman to a WASP newspaper 
editor to a Russian oligarch. 

Wolfe has been a novelist for 
30 years, and the ideas keep com- 
ing. He has at least six projects to 
keep him busy, including a nonfic- 
tion book on Charles Darwin and 
other evolutionary theorists and a 
fictional return to New York. 

“There are still so many things 
I don’t know about the city and I’d 
just like to see what’s out there,” 
he says. “The Latin American pop- 
ulation has increased enormously 
since ‘Bonfire’ and Wall Street has 
changed enormously. I’ll follow my 
usual technique of just taking in 
a scene and seeing what I find.”

Compton Crowns 
A New Rap King 


Kendrick Lamar spins 
a familiar tale on his 
introspective new CD 

Album Review 

Compton, Calif., has birthed many 
narratives, including the one at the 
center of Kendrick Lamar’s “Good 
Kid, m.A.A.d City.” The 25-year- 
old Compton rapper’s major-label 
debut explores how a smart kid sur- 
vives in a place where failure is not 
only expected but, in some cases, 
encouraged. It’s a popular film 


plot but rarer in rap. Lamar, with 
his dense, introspective rhymes, 
seems the right person to set this 
tale to music.

Last year’s indie release, “Sec- 
tion.80,” was a concept album that 
explored societal ills through two 
fictional characters; “Good Kid, 
m.A.A.d City” does the same, but 
the two characters here are Lamar 


and his hometown. “Smoking on the 
finest dope/Drank until I can’t no 
more/Really I’m a sober soul/But 
I’m with the homies right now,” 
Lamar raps in a laid-back drawl on 


“The Art of Peer Pressure.” 

But his willingness to follow his 
friends quickly takes a more sinister 
turn. “Black Boy Fly” finds Lamar 
talking about his mixed feelings 


watching the ascent of rapper the 
Game and NBA player Arron Afflalo 
— both Compton natives — and 
then explaining the real source of 
his envy: “I wasn’t jealous ’cause of 
the talents they got / 1 was terrified 
they’ll be the last black boys to fly / 
out of Compton.” 

A collaboration with MC Eiht, 
“m.A.A.d. City” bridges the gap 
between old-school and new-school 
L.A. rap — something Lamar excels 
at — starting with a frantic beat 
that transitions into G-funk. (Pro- 
duction on the record comes via 
Pharrell, Tha Bizness, Hit-Boy, 
Just Blaze and more.) It’s a per- 
fect coronation for the new “King 
of California” (Dr. Dre’s words), 
as well as a shining example of 
Lamar’s hyper-introspective style 
of SoCal hip-hop. sarah Godfrey
